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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to digital signatures, classified in class 713, subclass 
176. 

II. Claims 5-8 and 31 drawn to identifying recorded content, classified in 
class 705, subclass 51 . 

III. Claims 9-12, drawn to public key cryptography, classified in class 380, 
subclass 30. 

IV. Claims 13-15, drawn to data authentication, classified in class 713, 
subclass 161. 

V. Claims 16-19, drawn to an encryption algorithm, classified in class 380, 
subclass 28. 

VI. Claims 20-22 and 32, drawn to output verification, classified in class 708, 
subclass 164. 

VII. Claims 23-26, drawn to calculation using a particular function, classified in 
class 708, subclass 200. 

VIII. Claims 27-29 and 33, drawn to copy detection, classified in class 726, 
subclass 32. 

IX. Claim 30, drawn to a computer readable medium, classified in class 360, 
subclass 27. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and IX are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
digitally signing a license. Subcombination II has separate utility such as encoding 
online music with header information. Subcombination III has separate utility such as 
encrypting a response to a central server. Subcombination IV has separate utility such 
as verifying the sender of an email. Subcombination V has separate utility such as 
AES. Subcombination VI has separate utility such as an MD5 checksum. 
Subcombination VII has separate utility such as data analysis. Subcombination VIII has 
separate utility such as identifying pirated software. Subcombination IX has separate 
utility such as a CD-ROM. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR
